The little town of Searchlight, 
Nevada had contributed the sum 
of » $1085.00 for the relief of the 
destitute sufferers in the stricken 
city. This amount in cash had been 
turned over to Wells Fargo ex- 
press for delivery. The package 
Was addressed to the Mayor of 
San Francisco in person with the 
fequest that it be delivered to the 
relief committee. The express 
company secured the Mayor’s 
signed receipt for the money. But 
for. some strange reason the Relfef 
Committee never received a penny 
of it. “Ghoulish Graft” the papers 
dubbed it.
